A  22-year-old  spruce  tree 
narrowly  escaped  death 
today  when  a  Resource- 
ville youth  recycled  his 
Saturday  paper  and  convinced 
his  neighhours  to  do  the  same, 
lack  Pine  has  pitched  his  tent 
undet  this  tree  tor  10  years,  e\'er 
since  he  first  started  camping. 
When  he  saw  it  was  marked  tor 
cutting,  he  did  some  sleuthing 
to  find  nut  why.  It  rums  out 
that  mostot  the  trees  in  rhe 
area  are  heing  cur  down  and 
made  into  newspimt.  "Ail  you 


have  to  do  is  recycle  54  kg  of 
newspapers  to  save  a  tree.  So  1 
got  on  the  phone  to  my  neigh- 
bouts,"  said  Pine  modestly. 

The  Earth  Times  matiaging 
editor  Holly  Birch  praised 
Pine'',  recycling  eltorts  and 
commented,  "A  large  city's 
Saturday  newspaper  gobbles  up 
about  1 100  tonnes  worth  of 
paper.  That's  about  20,000 
trees!  It's  shocking.  But  there  is 
something  we  can  do.  By  re- 
cycling we  can  cut  that  figure 
in  half" 


For  Ina  Collector,  trash 
turned  into  treasures 
when  she  stopped 
thtowing  out  and  started 
reusing.  "You  wouldn't  believe 
what  I  used  to  throw  out,"  said 
Mrs.  Collector  in  an  inter\'iew 
at  her  Resourceville  home. 
"Take  this  couch  lor  example, 
live  years  ago  I  would  have 
dumped  It,  even  though  there's 
nothing  seriously  wrong  with 
It.  Now  I'm  going  to  have  it 
recovered.  It  will  look  as  good 
as  new  and  I'll  save  myself  a 
lot  of  money." 

Mrs.  Collectof's  :eal  for 
reusing  doesn't  stop  with 
futniture.  Seedlings  sprout  out 
of  old  egg  cartons,  maga;ines  are  stacked  near  the  doot  for  the 
local  hospital  and  a  plastic  bleach  bottle  hangs  outside  as  a  bitd 
feeder  "I've  shopped  with  the  same  three  plastic  bags  for  two  years 
and  1  haven't  bought  an  elastic  band  in  ten."  she  ptoudly  claims 

]im  junkit,  manager  of  the  Resourceville  Landfill  Site,  says  Mrs. 
Collector  Isn't  the  only  petson  to  benefit  from  reusing  "Ontatio 
generates  about  1.1  tonnes  of  tesidential,  industtial  and  com- 
metcial  waste  per  person  ever>'  year.  Mrs.  Collector  is  helping  to 
reduce  the  amount  that  ends  up  in  landfill  sites  by  reusing  or 
fixing  up  old  items.  If  more  people  did  the  same,  we  wouldn't  be  in 


this  mess.  We'd  need  fewer  landfill  sites  and  have  more  room  lor 
much  needed  farmland."  The  Resourceville  Landfill  Site  is  almost 
full  and  city  councillors  have  been  unable  to  find  a  new  site. 

Reusing  has  saved  Mrs  Collector  big  bucks  and  with  her  savings 
she's  Travelled  round  the  wotld.  Just  back  from  a  Mediterranean 
cruise,  she's  off  to  Indonesia  next  month,  "It's  champagne  tastes 
and  caviar  dreams  for  me,"  says  the  globetrotting  grandmother 
"And  It's  all  thanks  to  reusing." 
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Watch  Your  Waste, 
Doctor  Advises 

At  a  press  conference  today,  Dr.  Slim  Downes 
announced  a  breakthrough  waste-loss  system.

"Our  gmup  of  volunteers  reduced  their  waste  by  35  per  cent  over 
a  one-month  period  with  this  new  waste-loss  program,"  he  said,  Dr 
Downes'  revolutionary  diet  doesn't  require  you  to  eat  less  nor 
exercise.
